OBTAINING GOODS BY LALSE 
PRETIACES,

Chau Sui, a house boy employed at “ Fair 
view,” Tsim Ts. Tsui, ‘was, this morning, 
charged at th instance of Inspector I angley, 
with obtaining goods by false pretences from 
the Anglo-American Store, at Elgin Road, Kow: 
loon. Another Chinaman, Ho Huen, was 
char,ed as being an accomplice, in that he per- 
suaded the first defendant to write a forged 
order for the go ds. This order is as follows :— 
“Tlease spive me coolies 2 large York hams, 
$11.70; 4 Ihs. best bacon, $2, Mrs Boyd, 4, Ly- 
munt Road, Kaowloony.” 

A compradore in the Anglo-Amencan Sto e, 
testified that at 6.30 a.m, on the 20'h inst, the 
defendant went to the store wilh a written order 
for ham: on! baco*, which were given hin. 
Witness subscquently stopped the man and 
spoke to his master, and, from information re- 
ceived, he ca ised the man’s arrest. 

Mr. F. H. Doolittle, proprietor of the Anglo- 
American Sto ¢, siated that on Monday last 
when he entered the store he found the order 
produced, buta the lady was not in the habt 
of sending such orders, witness s nt it ba k to 
her with arequesttoen orse itas genuine. The 
order was relurne$ with the statement that it 
was a forgery, and a request that if the man 
appeared again he should be arsesied. 

Mrs. Boyd stated that she did nu, know the 
defendant; he was not her servant, ‘Ihe order 
shown was not in her writing, and she gave no 
authority to any cne to write it, She dealt 
regularly at the store, always using a pass -book, 
und never sending chits, 

Indian Constable 716 gave evidence concera- 
ing the arrest of defendan, while a Chinese 
interpreter swore toa statement by defendant 
to the effect that she chit was: handed him by 
Ho Huen, wh, told him to take 1! to the store 
and get some things, and he would pay him 4o 
cents, He had taken chits there before and 
gol things and given them to Ho Huen.

_ RUSSIAN HONOURS TO JAPAN'S: 
eo . DEAD. ; 

On the rst inst., a Russian destroyer, 
cruising outside the entrance to Port Arthur, 
Picked up the corpse of a Japanese naval 
‘officer floating close to where the fukin 
Mary was sunk on the: night of the 27th 
ultimo. ‘Death had ‘evidently been caused 
by a deep wound in the head, probably from 
a shell splinter. Deceased was wearing an 
overcoat on either arm of which was broad 
gold badge of rank, A short Japanese 
sword was found in one of the pockets and 
suspended by a leather slrap round the 
shoulders was a case containing a pair of 
marine glasses. ‘I'he body was taken on 
shore immediately and interred the same 
evening with full military honours. ‘The 
cortege was proceeded by a naval band, and 
many officers from) the ships and garrison, 
and numerous soldiers and sailors attended 
the funeral, It is stated at Tokio that the 
remains were probably those of the late 
Commander Hirose. 


NEARING THE FRONT. 


» | AFFAIRS AT FINGVANG, 
Pingyang, 4th April. 

Having Leen furnished with an official pass 
by Major Sumoto, the genial officer command: 
ing the Commissary Departinentin Chinnampo, 
Ttook a small Korean Saunch for Pingyang, 
via the river Light brown in colour and about 
thive-quarters of a ale in width, the river is 
affected by the tide well above Pingyang, and 
we made goo! time on the flood tide in the 
litle launch, In the immediate vicmnity of 
Chinuampo the hills rise immediately from the 
water's edge and form well-defined banks. 

“Steaming through a rugged country, lightly 
timbered with small pines, we arrived at a 
small village nained Hanka-di-, some thirly or 
forty.miles up stream, This place marks the 
boundary for the launches, as above it there is 
ascarcity of water, Transferring to a small 
“whupan,” about twenty-five feet in length, 
somewhat resembling the corstruction of 
Chinese boats, we resumed the voyage up 
Laaly drifling alsng on the tide, the 
single oarsuian taking life in that easy, holiday 
fashion so common to the East, we witnessed 
a series of delghtlul landscapes, Small 
hillocks, rallbng away into the plain and merg- 
ing again io the hills beyond—fantastic in 
shape, firca, ped, and Ightly painted with the 
brush of carly spring—the rich brown of the 
dead leaves lying on the golden sand ard on 
the grim grey rocks blending with the fresh 
yreen of new life, and above, the fleecy clouds 
through which penetrate the rays of the morn- 
ing sun--all give a freshness and vigour 
welcome alter the dreariness of winter. Nest- 
ling in the guiches were little clusters of farm- 
houses, their sirawthatched roufs bearing the 
mark of wind and storm, and ¢ccasionally 
there was secn a white-robed peasant, whose 
hermitage has been so rudely awakened, sit- 
ting near by idly contemplating the scene on 
the water. 

After a few hours we reached the outskirts of 
the city, and the hubbub of cries was borne 
down the river and we could see crowds of 
Korean labourers busily at work on the tons of 
commissariat stares in the junks at the water's 
edge and piled along the shore. 

The landmork of time—the ancient city wall 
—is only a crumbling mass of masonry; and 
the gateway by the bridge is a relic of the days 
before the civilisation of Korea, Immediately 
on disembarking we made towards the heart of 
the city and obtained quarters, 

Pingyang is one of those places iwere betier 
to be out ofthan in. It is difficult to under- 
stand w.y Corea has been called ‘a Hermit 
Kingdom, for, surrounded by the accumulated 
filth of ages, Pingyang itself has companions 
enough to belie that term! 

Two main streets, one some thirty ‘eet wide 
and the other barely twenty feet in width, form 
the busine.s sectiun of the city. Small squalid, 
and poorly constructed, the buildings are of 
most un‘nviting appearance. At preseot the 
happy expedient oj hosing the soldiers in the 
shops and placing the guods for sale outside, 
having bien adop’ed, these streets areas rics 
of bazaars, and the articles fo: sale form a 
medley as rich as could !e found anywhere. 
Glaring prints and sombre liners, numerous 
tin'ed silks and emb oideries, grotesque collec: 
tions of iron ware - their usefulness b.yond

NEWS FROM KOREA, 


Port Arthur 


“THE HONGKONG: TELEGRAPH, ‘THURSDAY, "APRIL! 21; 


“tps to. ensure, ad quate protection. forthe 
officials, contractors-and coolies employed on 
the Seoul-Fusan Railway, as the entire line is 
to be completed as soon as possible now. As 
the site for the’ Scoul station is narraw, per- 
mission has been a- cked for a further lot of 
3,000 tsubow . 

‘Most of the shells fired into Port Arthur 
luring the bombardment of March 1oth are 
aid to hive Leen ammunition found on board 
the capiared steamer Afanchuria which was 
bound for Port Arthur with 7,700 tons of war 
material. The Russians were greatly surprised 
at finding. their-own shells bursting among 
them. Thirty Casualties ocurred in one large 
fort, and the total Russian casulties were over 
<hree hundred killed and wounded. A New- 
chwang . correspondent gives these figures as 
authentic, 

Now the Russians do not allow Chinese 
telegrams to pass from Manchuria freely, the 
Government are employing mounted mes-

The Russians are commandeering provisians 
ind other things in Mongolia on an extensive 
scale.

The following official despatch from Rear-

“The Commander of the guaboat A‘aiuon, 
acting on instruction given by the undersigned, 
sent Second Cieutenant Yamaguchi with five 
men on a Korean fishing junk to ‘The 
pisty returned to their bouton the sith, The 
party discovered seven Russians on a Korean 
junk coming over to Toriupo (near Ryongan) 
on the toih at 2 p.m. and opened fire on them, 
the cavalry on shore on this side of the Yalu 
co-operating with them A number of other 
Russians in a large junk came up to their 
comrades! support, but after a short time they 
all retreated. The Lieutenant followed them 
to the right bank of the Yalu, ‘The Russians 


landed as fast as they could and at once fled. 
The engagement lasted for one hour and a hall. 
The Russians lost one man and had two 
wounded, We sustained no loss atall, On 
inspecting the junks left by the Russians we 
found that in running away they left ten shots 
and nearly 400 empty cartridges. The 
Russians are believed to be cavalrymen on 
picket duty.” 
THA NURNING OF TRE KOREAN 
EMPEROR'S PALACE, 

The Consul-General for Japan al Shanghai 
received the following official telegram from 
Tokio :— 

On the 14th inst. at 10 p.m. a fire broke out 
from the Kanneiden building of the Korean 
(mperial Palace and all the buildings, with 
the exception of one buitding, the Kiuseiken, 
of foreign typ’, were entirely destroyed, The 
Kmperor had betaken himself to the Library 
of the Imperial Household Department, The 
fire started accidentally in a chamber of the 
Danneiden building where the Kang (native 
fire-place) wis being repaired. During the 
the conflagration the Japaness gendarmes and 
soldiers exerted their utmost endeavours for 
the personal safety of the Emperor and for 
extinguishing the fire.., This deed of our 
soldiers has caused a wery gaod feeling in ¢ ¢ 
Imperial Household, ‘The foreign Ministers 
to Korea also expressed their thanks for the 
efforts made in protecting the Legations near 
the Palace,
